HE  Eagle  is  remarkable  for 
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ceeds  that  of  all  other  birds,  and  it 
never  can  be  tamed  like  Hawks,  ir 
order  to  purfue  game.  It  is  a  more 
majertic  animal  than  a  Vulture,  and 
differs  from  it  in  the  crookednefs  oi 
its  beak  ;  tbe  rail  is  brown,  and 
the  thighs  and  legs  are  covered  witb 
feathers  to  the  fest :  it  feeds  upon 
Hares,  Rabbits,  I-Iids,  Lambs,  and 
other  animals.

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ry  bird,  and  is  fond  of  being  alone  ; 
they  delight  in  groves,  and  generally 
make  their  nefts  in  white  thorn  bufli- 
es  about  the  height  of  a  man.

body,  nor  is  this  bird  remarkable  for

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his  beauty;  the  upper  parts  are  of  a 
faint  tawny  colour,  the  belly  is  aii 
over  white,  and  the  feathers  under 
the  breaft,  throat,  and  wings,  are  cf 
a  darker  colour,  mixed  with  green  ; 
the  bill  is  black,  and  the  legs  are  of 
a  flefli  colour;  it  chiefly  tings  in  the 
night  time.  It  haunts  fhady  places, 
quickfet  hetjgfs,  bumes,  and  fmaf] 
groves.  Though  greatly  admired  for 
the  finenefs  of  his  fon£,  he  requires 
a  great  deal  of  care  to  keep  him.

They  are  of  different  colours, 
fome  of  them  being  white,  mottled 
with  yellow,  and  others  beauti- 
fully (haded  with  green,  both  on 
the  fides  of  the  wings  and  tail  ;  the 
bread,  belly,  and  lower  parts  of  the 
body  of  the  Cock  are  of  a  more  deep 
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yellow  than  the  Hen.  It  is  highly 
valued  for  its  finging,  having  a  very 
fweet  note,  which  it  continues  fome- 
time  in  one  breath,  without  inter- 
miflion,  and  raifes  it  higher  and  high- 
er, by  degrees,  with  great  variety. 
They  were  originally  brought  from 
the  Canary  Iflesi  bat  are  now  bred 
in  England.  ,

THE   Magpie  is  one  of  thofe

did  not  fee  them,  you  would  think 
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it  was  a  man  fpeaking.  They  build 
their  neiis  in  trees,  with  a  great  deal 
of  art.  The  head,  neck,  breaft  back, 
and  rump,  are  black  ;  tue  belly  and 
fi-ies  are  white;  the  wings  are  irnall 
in  proportion  to  the  fiz:  of  the  bo- 
dy ;  the  tail,  and  large  feathers  of" 
the  v/ings  are  adorned  with  beaoMUil 
colours*  mixed  with  green,  purple, 
and  blue.  They  ate  iliaued  like  a 
Raven,  and  might  be  rniitakQQ  tor  a 
fnull  fort  of  thole  birds,  if  they  hrid 
no  white  about  them.

His  head  is  large,  with  very 
ilrong  jaws,  in  which  are  fourt«en 
teeth  ;  his  eyes  are  bright  and  ftun- 
ing  j  his  teeth,  eyes,  paws,  and  tongue. 
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are  made  exactly  like  thofe  of  a  Cat. 
All  his  motions  are  impetuous  ;  he 
frequently  defpifes  a  weak  enemy, 
and  never  kills  more  than  he  has  oc- 
cafion  for,  and  when  fatisfied  he  is 
gentle,  and  harmlels. 

When  a  Lion  is  in  anger,  or  op- 
prtflsd  with  hunger,  he  lafhes  his  loins 
with  his  tail,  and  creels  his  mane ; 
and  woe  be  to  that  man  who  has  the 
misfortune  to  fall  in  his  way  at  fuch 
tmes  :  it  is  certain  death.  Some- 
times he  hides  himfelf  behind  thick- 
ets or  bufhes,  and  fprings  upon  his 
prey  before  they  are  aware  of  him ; 
at  other  times,  if  a  traveller  fees  no 
motion  in  his  tail,  he  may  pafs  by 
him  fafely. 

The  Lion  is  a  native  of  Africa 
and  Ada  :  and  as  a  proof  of  his  a- 
ma/ing  ilrength,  I  will  give  the  fol- 
lowing inftance. 

At  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  in 
the  year  1707,  a  Lion  carried  off 
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an  Ox  of  a  middle  fize,  over  a  wall 
of  confiderable  height.  He  takes 
his  prey  by  a  fudden  leap,  and  never 
begins  to  eat  till  the  victim  is  depri- 
ved of  life.

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of  its  length,  tho*  it  is  furnimed  with 
a  bufh  of  hair  at  the  cod,  and  the 
mane  is  extremely  fhort.
